Pnblic Improvements May be Par- 
tially Suspended on Account of 
Their Present Condition. 


Last evening the finance and water- 
works committees held a meettng at the 
city hall.

The water 
mains will bo extended on paved streets 
only in consequence of the condition of 
this fund.

The city hall fund of $41,031 lies un- 
disturbed, nor can it be devoted to 
other purposes. 


While there will be a great many 
Improvements the coming season, a 
great deal will have to go over another 
year. 


The park fund will soon be exhausted 
at the rate it is now being drawn upon. 
There is but $902.01 in the park fund. 
At the Northside park, improvements are 
going on that will absorb a good portion 
of this amount.

BRICE HAS GOT IT! 


Tlie Oliio Senator Secures tiie Par< 
chase of the Hnncie tor the 
liake JBrie and Western 
Stockholders. 


THE SIARRRNEII some days ago spoke of 
the contemplated purchase of the "Mun- 
cie," otherwise known as the Fort 
Wayne, Cincinnati and Louisville r-oad, 
by Senator Calvin S. Brice, of Ohio, for 
the Lake Erie and Western stock- 
holders, and mentioned at that time the 
advantage that such a consolidation 
would be to both roads. The rumored 
sale has ^become a reality, as will be 
seen bythe following from the New 
York Herald: 


"Senator Calvin S. Brice, president of 
^ e Lake Erie and Western railroad, has 
completed the deal for the purchase of 
the Fort Wayne, Cincinnati and Louis- 
vUle railroad from its president, Elijah 
Smith. This will add 133 miles to the 
Brice road and give it, by the connec- 
tions of the absorbed line with the *'Big 
Four" route, another entrance into Cin- 
cinnati and a better I connection with 
Louisville, Ky. 
All that is required 
now is the consent of the Lake Erie 
stockholders to the purchase. 


The price paid for the road will be a 
little less than $2,000,000, or about fifty 
cents on the dollar for its stock. It is 
proposed to raise this sum by the issue 
of Lake Eiie & Western bonds to the 
amount of $10,000 per mile, or a total 
of $1,330,000. The balance, it is in- 
tended, "Shall be provided from the net 
earnings of the road. The Fort Wayne 
line earned in 1889 $100,000 net, or 
two and a half per cent on its stock. 
Senator Brice says that the union of 
interests will be beneficial and mate- 
rially increase the profit of the Fort 
Wayne mileage. 


"In a circular to stockholders Presi- 
dent Brice states that while the road 
cost perhaps $25,000 per mile, the pur- 
chase price will be between $14,000 and 
$15,000 a mile. By the consolidation 
the capital stock of the Lake Erie and 
Western will stand about $16,000 per 
mile each, common and preferred stock, 
instead of $20,000 each, as at present, 
and the entire line, he thinks, will earn 
quite as much per mile, gross and net, 
in 1890, as did the present line in 1889."

"OLD CLUBFOOT." 


THE 
BIGGEST 
AND 
UGLIEST 
OBIZZLT EVEB KILLED. 


For Twenty Years He Had Been 
the Terror of Northern California 
—Tragic Incidents in His Career— 
His Final Fall. 


offered $100 in cash for a grizzly 
bearekin out in Tehama County, Califor- 
nia, a couple of weeks ago," said A. C. 
Jaquin, a buyer for a New York fur 
house, to a Sun reporter, "and although 
the man who owned it had already re- 
ceived $500 for killing the bear that wore 
the skin, he refused to accept my offer. 
There was nothing in the quality of the 
skin that gave it value. Its extraordinary 
size was what made me want it. 
That 
skin came off of what was undoubtedly 
the biggest bear that was ever killed on 
this continent. 
I did not see the bear, 
for it had been killed two or three weeks 
before I ^ot out there, and I rode twenty 
miles on horseback to seethe skin, which 
was about all the people along Battle 
Creek were talking about just then. The 
head had been cut from the skin, which 
reduced its length by two feet, but as it 
was it measured nearly twelve feet in 
length. 
From tip to tip of the out- 
stretched paws, the width was fifteen 
feet. Standing erect on its hind feet the 
bear must have been at least seventeen 
feet high, and walking on all fours he 
was almost five feet tall. Such a monster 
couldn't have been a very pleasant object 
to meet in the woods, and, as the story 
goes out along Battle Greek, at least five 
men had met that bear during its career 
in the region, and never came back to 
tell of it. 


"The bear had a singular deformity in 
a regular club foot, whether from birth 
or caused by accident was not known, 
and had been called for twenty years 
'Old Clubfoot,' by the farmers of Tehama 
County and other parts of Northern Cali- 
fornia, where he had been all these years 
a terror to the people, carrying off not 
only swine and sheep, but full-grown 
cattle. 
One farmer told me that this 
bear had caused loss to the amount of 
many thousands of dollars in that jw^ay in 
Tehama County alone, to say nothing of 
the human lives he was alleged to have 
taken. 
For ten years a price had been 
on his head, $500 reward being offered 
by the farmers to anyojie who would run 
Old Clubfoot down and kill him. 
It was 
in trying to earn this reward that the five 
men were supposed to have sacrificed 
themselves at different times to the grizzly 
terror, as they had gone out with the in- 
tention of killing the bear and never re- 
turned. 
The grizzly had outwitted the 
smartest of the old-time bearkillers of 
that country, and seemed to carry a 
charmed life. He would be seen or heard 
of one day at a certain locality, and the 
next day would put in an appearance at 
a place fifty miles away. 
No traps nor 
guns nor devices of any kind seemed to 
be equal to the cunning old cripple, and 
he continued to scourge Northern Califor- 
nia with impunity. 


' 'Whether this great bear was responsi- 
ble or not for the disappearance of the 
five men he was charged with having 
killed, there was no doubt that he did 
kill one of them, for he was seen to do it 
by two witnesses, trustworthy men still 
living on Battle Creek. 
These men are 
"William Blackwell and John Rice, stock 
farmers. 
The man they saw Old Club- 
foot kill was a noted bear hunter named 
Hiram HollyT^^ood. 
The bear had been 
prowling around the Blackwell farm for 
several days, and had killed a number of 
young cattle. 
Hollywood lived in an 
adjoining county, and Blackwell sent 
word for him to come over and see if he 
couldn't be a match for Old Clubfoot. 
It was in November, six years ago. 
Hollywood went to Blackwells, and with 
Blackwell 
and his neighbor, Farmer 
Rice, started out after the big bear. 
They came in sight of him in a wild and 
rocky place high in the mountains. 
He 
entered a thick growth of willows, which 
hid him from sight. 
The two farmers 
were frightened so by the awful ai)pear- 
ance of the enormous grizzly that they 
would not go any nearer the spot where 
the bear was hiding, and they were not 
yet within gunshot of it. 
Hollywood 
went on alone and entered the willows. 
The report of his rifle was soon heard, 
but only once. 
Blackwell and Rice 
could hear the fierce growls and snappings 
of the grizzly, and knew that Hollywood 
must have been forced into a hand-to- 
hand fight with the bear. 
In spite of 
their fear they hurried forward to be of 
aid to the hunter, 
but before they 
reached the willows out came Hollywood, 
retreating backward 
from the 
bear, 
which was erect on its hind feet, and 
towered far above the hunter, who was 
covered with blood. 
He was fighting 
the bear with a long-bladed hunting 
knife. 
The place where the struggle 
was going on Avas an unfortunate one for 
Hollywood. 
On one side of the willows, 
with only a space of a few feet between it 
and the copse, was a ledge that dropped 
sheer for twenty-five feet, while on the 
other side the mountain rose abruptly. 
The bear was backing the hunter directly 
toward the edge of the ledge, and he did 
not seem to be aware of his danger in 
that direction, so busy was he trying to 
save himself from the fury of the bear. 
Blackwell and Rice shouted to Hollywood 
to warn him of his double peril, biit he 
either did not hear them or did not un- 
derstand them, for he kept working to- 
ward the ledge. 
He plunged his knife 
every second into the bear, almost up to 
the hilt, but, although blood poured 
from the wounds thus made, the knife 
did not reach the vitals, so thick was the 
grizzly's shield of hide and fat.

In the middle ages the lower animals 
were frequently tried, convicted, and 
punished for various offences. 
Baring 
Gould has collected some curious ca^es of 
this kind. 
In 1366 a pig was burned at 
Fontenay-aux-Roses, near Paris, for hav- 
ing eaten a child. 
In 1386 a judge at 
Falaise condemned a sow to be mutilated 
and hanged for a similar offense. Three 
years later a horse was solemnly tried be- 
fore the magistrate and condemned to 
death for having killed a man. 


During the fourteenth century oxen 
and cows might be legally killed when 
taken in the act of marauding; and asses, 
for a first offence, had one ear cropped, 
for a second offence, the other, and if aft- 
er this they were asses enough to commit a 
third offence, their lives became forfeit 
to the crown. 
"Criminal" animals fre- 
quently expiated their 
offences, 
like 
other malefactors, 
on 
the 
gallows; 
but 
subsequently 
they 
were 
sum- 
marily killed without trial, and their 
owners mulcted in heavy damages. 


In the fiftecinth century it was popu- 
larly believed that cocks were intimately 
associated with witches, and they were 
sometimes credited with the power of 
laying accursed eggs, from which sprang 
winged serpents. 
In 1474, at Bale, a 
cock was publicly accused of having laid 
one of these dreadful eggs. 
He was 
tried, sentenced 
to 
death, and, to- 
gether with his egg, was burned by the 
executioner in the market place, amid a 
great concourse of people. 


In 1694, during the witch 2)ersecutions 
in New England, a dog exhibited such 
strange symptoms of affliction that he was 
believed to have been ridden by a war- 
lock, and he Avas accordingly hanged. 
Snails, flies, mice, ants, caterpillars and 
other obnoxious creatures have been sim- 
ilarly proceeded against and condemned 
to various punishments, mostly in ecclesi- 
astical courts. 
And, stranger still, inan- 
imate objects have suffered the same

"As I walked down the street, wonder- 
ing how I could escape from my dileimna, 
my eye happened to fall upon a dress 
vest hanging in the window of a second- 
hand clothing shop. 
Almost mechani- 
cally I stepped inside and asked its price. 
'Two dollars and fifty cents will buy it,' 
said the dealer, and I tried it on. 
It 
fitted perfectl}', but he had no swallow- 
tail coats. 
A hint from the storekeeper, 
however, sent me hurrying down Seventh 
avenue, to another and similar place, 
after having had the vest laid aside. 
At.shop number two I found 9 variety of 
swallow-tail coats ranging in price from 
$4 to $12. 
There wa"s only one which 
fitted me, and the proprietor wanted fl2 
for it. 
To make a long story short, I 
finally got him down to $8, and secured 
the coat. 
At a third placc I found a 
pair of doeskin trousers for $3.50, and 
here I am with a dress suit of my own, 
and $2 left out of my original $17." 


An' examination showed that the suit 
throughout was of the very best quality, 
full satin lined, and the coat was made 
by one of New York's most fashionable 
tailors. 
The wearer of it looked quite as 
well as those of his fellows v;ho had paid 
from $80 to $100 for similar suits, and 
even the most practical eye could never 
have detected that it had not been made 
for him. 
Here, then, was the key to a 
mystery which has long puzzled the writ- 
er; namely, how young men with small 
incomes manage to dress well. 
In no 
city in the world are both men and wo- 
men clad as well as they are in New York. 
Young men with social aspirations are 
compelled to wear good clothes, and 
fashionably made apparel for men is very 
expensive. 
The swell tailors will not 
make a suit for less than $60, and a suit 
for evening wear will cost at least a hun- 
dred. 


Few young men can pay it, but they 
do have these clothes just the same if 
they are smart. 
There are two ways of 
getting them: one is to establish credit 
and run a tailor's bill, the other to wait 
till those who can afford to pay for such 
clothes have worn them awhile, and then 
buy them from their valets or from a 
second-hand dealer to whom they have 
been sold. 


It is not only in second-hand clothing 
stores and in "misfit parlors," as some of 
the dealers call their places of business, 
that bargains in cast-off suits of high 
grade can be had. There are two or three 
men well known to a large number of 
their fellows, both in the ranks of swell- 
dom and the less^select, but more numer- 
ous set, who hang upon the heels of swell- 
dom and ape its ways. 
These men act as 
commission brokers between the classes re- 
ferred to. It is not good form for a heavy 
swell to wear his clothes more than half 
a dozen times, nor is it good form for him 
to have them altered or pressed. 


It is equally bad form for him to take

useful. To them he announces jjerson- 
ally or by letter that he has garments of 
such and such a description for sale. 
The broker selects 
from among his 
numerous clients on the border line be- 
tween the real swell and the genuine Bo- 
hemian, a person of the same size and 
general build as the would-be seller. 


To him he describes the goods for sale. 
If he fails there he tries another. 
The 
right man found, the broker calls for the 
cast-off suit, pays the cost price, delivers 
it to the second-hand swell, gets the pur- 
chase price, pockets the difference— 
usuallj' considerable—and three men are 
made happy, the seller, the buyer, and 
' the commissionaire. 
There is seldom a 
failure to make a sale of a misfit on ac- 
count of a broker's judgment, his meas- 
urement of his customer's dimensions be- 
ing unerring, and his tact and persuasive 
powers wonderful. 


No such bargains are ever obtained 
from the brokers, however, as are to be 
had in the second-hand stores, where the 
buyer's necessities are not so well undei- 
stood, and where his talents as a trader 
may be brought into play. 
In trading 
with these brokers the original owner 
usually receives about 10 per cent., and 
the new owner pays 20 per cent, on the 
first cost of a garment. 
The intermediate 
10 per cent, is the broker's commission. 


Women are never far behind men in 
anything, and in the traffic in cast-off 
garments, they are quite as far advanced. 
In the upper part of the city on the East 
side is handsome four-story brown-stone 
house, with all the externals of a highly 
respectable private residence, but which 
is, in fact, devoted entirely to the traffic 
in second-hand women's belongings. 


Dresses, cloaks, hats, shoes, gloves, 
bonnets, everything a woman wears, in 
fact, may be bought here, but the buyer 
must have a card from some acquaintance 
of the proprietress before she will be 
allowed to inspect the stock. 
In fact, 
admission is refused to anyone not known 
by or recommended to the proprietress. 
The articles are all of the very finest 
quality, most of them bearing the trade- 
mark of some well-known modiste, and 
include everything, from 
the 
most 
elaborate ball dress to a tailor-made 
jacket. 
The buyers at this place are 
mostly made up of theatrical people, and 
many of the "superb wardrobes made 
especially for this production" are bought 
here. 


Where she buys her clothes is a secret 
so profound, that the proprietress almost 
faints if asked to reveal it. 
She claims 
to make frequent trips to Europe, and 
likes to have it supposed that her stock 
is gathered in the capitals of that coun- 
try. 
The fact seems to be, however, that 
my lady's maid sells her mistress's fineryy 
more or leas honestly obtained, to those 
persons who mike it a rule as rigid as 
the lawi of the Hedes and Persians, 


an3rthing from a person to whom they 
have once sold an article, or sell to one 
from whom they have once bought. 


The reason for this is also apparent. 
It might create tmpleasant complications, 
in that a customer might get his own 
clothes back at advanced prices.—[New 
York News.

At the service in the Acadetnjr of Mu- 
sic, Brooklyn, N. Y. Sunday morning, 
April lS, Dr. Tal'mage, after reading ap- 
propriate passages of Scripture, gave 
out the hymjQ: 


So let our lips and lives express 
The holy Gospel we profess. 


He announced as his text Proverbs xx, 
14: "It is naught, it is naught, saith the 
buyer, but when he is gone his way, then 
heboasteth." Following is his sermon 
in full: 
THE HAGGLING OF BUYEK AND 
SELLER. 


Palaces are not such prisons as the 
world imagines. 
If you think that the 
only time kings and queens come forth 
from the royal gates is in procession 
and gorgeously attended, you are mis- 
taken. 
Incognito, by day or by night, 
and clothed in citizens apparel or the 
dress of a working woman', they come 
out and see the world as it is. In no 
other way could King Solomon, the au- 
thor of my text, have known everything 
thalwas going on. Prom my text I am 
6ure he must, in disguise,someday have 
walked into a store of ready made cloth- 
ing, in Jerusalem, and stood near the 
counter and overheard a conversation 
between a buyer and seller. 
The mer- 
chant put a price on the coat, and the 
customer began to dicker and said: "Ab- 
eurd! that coat is not worth what you 
ask for it. "Why just look at the coarse- 
ness of the fabric? See that spot on 
the oolar! Besides that, it does not fit. 
Twenty dollars for that? Why it isn't 
worth more than ten. 
They have a bet- 
ter article than that, and for a cheaper 
price, down at Cloathem, Fitem & Broth- 
ers. 
Besides that, I don't want it at any 
price. 
Good morning." 
"Hold," says 
the merchant; "don't go off in that way. 
I want to sell you that coat. 
I have 
some payments'to make and I want the 
money. 
Come now, how much will you 
give me for that coat?" "Well" says 
the customer, "I will split the difference. 
You asked twenty dollars, and I said 
ten- 
Now, I will give you 
fifteen." 
"Well," says the merchant, "it's a great 
sacrifice; but take it at that price." Then 
Solomon saw the customer with a roll 
under his arm start and go out and en- 
ter his own place of business, and Solo- 
mon, in disguise, followed him. 
He 
heard the customer as he unrolled the 
coat say: "Boys, I have made a great 
bargain. 
How much do you guess I gave 
for that coat?" "Well," says one, wish- 
ing to compliment his enterprise, "you 
gave thirty dollars for it." Another 
says, "I should think you cot it cheap if 
you gave twenty-five dollars." "No," 
says the buyer, in triumph; "I uot it for 
fifteen dollars. 
I beat him down and 
pointed out the imperfections until I 
really made him believe it was not worth 
hardly anything. 
It takes me to make 
a bargain. 
Ha! Ha!" Oh, man, you got 
Ihe goods for less than they were worth 
by positive falsebood*,. and. no wonder, 
When Solomon went back to his palace 
and put off his disguise, that he sat 
down at his writing desk and made for all 
ages a crayon sketch of you: "It is naught, 
it is naught, saith the buyer, but when 
he is gone his way, he boasteth." 


There are no higher styles ,of men in 
all the world than those now at the 
head of merchandise in Brooklyn and 
New York and in the other great cities 
of this continent. Their casual promise 
is as good as a bond with piles of col- 
laterals. 
Their reputation for integrity 
is as well established as that of Petrarch 
residing in the family Cardinal Colonna, 
and when there was great disturbance 
in the family the Cardinal called all his 
people together, and put them under 
oath to tell the truth, except Petrarclv 
for when he came up to swear the' 
Cardinal put away his book and said: 
"As to you, Petrarch, your.word is suf- 
ficient." 


Never since the world stood have there 
been so many merchants whose transac- 
tions can stand the test of the Ten Com- 
mandments. 
Such bargain-makers are 
all the more to be honored because they 
have withstood year after year tempta- 
tions whicn have flung many so flat and 
flung them so hard they can never re- 
cover themselves. 
While all positions 
in life have powerful besetments to 
evil, there are specific forms of allure- 
ment which are peculiar to each occu- 
pation and profession, and it will be 
useful to speak of the peculiar tempta- 
tions of business men. 


First, as in the scene of the text, busi- 
ness men are often tempted to sacrifice 
plain truth, the seller by exaggerating 
the value of goods, and the buyer by de- 
preciating them. 
We cannot but ad- 
mire an expert salesman. 
See how he 
first induces the customer into a mood 
favorable to the proper consideration 
of the value of the goods. 
He shows 
himself to be an honest and frank sales- 
man. 
How carefully the lights aje ar- 
ranged till they fall just right upon the 
fabric! 


Beginning with goods 
of 
medium 
quality he gradually advances toward 
those of more thorough make and of 
more 
attractive 
pattern. 
How 
he 
watches the moods and whims of his 
customer: With what perfect calmness 
he takes the order and bows the pur- 
chaser from his presence, who goes 
away having made up his mind that he 
has" bought the goods at a price which 
will allow him a living margin when he 
again sells them. 
The 
goods were 
worth what the salesman said they were, 
and were sold at a price which will not 
make it necessary for the house to fail 
every ten years in order to fix up things. 


But with what burning indignation we 
think of the iniquitous stratagems by 
which goods are sometimes disposed of. 
A glance at the morning papers shows 
the arrival at one of our hotels of a 
young merchant from one of the inland 
cities. 
He is a comparative stranger in 
the great city, and, of course, he must 
be shown around, and it will be the duty 
of some of our enterprising houses to 
escort him. 
He is a large purchaser and 
has plenty of time and money, and it 
•will pay to be very attentive. The even- 
ing is spent at a place of doubtful 
ivmusement. 
Then they go back to the 
liotel. 
Having just come to town, they 
must, of course, drink. 
A friend from 
the same mercantile establishment drops 
in, and usage and generosity suggest 
that they must drink. 
Business pros- 
pects are talked over, and the stranger 
is warned against certain dilapidated 
mercantile establishments that are about 
to fail, and for such kindness and 
magnanimity of caution against the dis- 
Jbonesty of other business houses, of 
course, it is expected they will-and^o 
•they do—they take a drink. 
' 


Other merchants lodging in adjoining 
rooms find it hard to sleep forthe clatter 
•of decanters, and the coarse carousal of 
these "hail fellows well 
met" waxes 
loader, 
But they sit not all night at the 
wine cup. They must see the sights. 
"They stagger forth with cheeks flushed 
•and eyes blwodshot. 
The outer gates of 
hell open to let in the victims. 
The 
wings of lost souls flit among the lights, 
and the steps of the carousers sound 
with the Tabling 
thunders of the 
damned? Farewell to all'the sahctifies 
ofl^ojne! Could mother, sister, father, 
Blnittbering in the inland home, in some 
Tision of that night catch a glimpse of 
the luiii wrought they would rend out 
their hair, by the i;oots and bite the 
tongue till the blood spurted, shrieking 
oul: "God save^himl" 
What, Buppotfe you, will co^^opQn 
BQch business establishments?ana there, 
are hnndreds of them in the cities. They 
mayboaftof fabulous sales, and they 
may have an; unprecedented run , of 
buyerif ftnd the name 6f the heure i&ay 
b* ft toiios to ftU male» «nd fto». thw 
i

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thrifty roat there may spring up.branoh 
houses in other cities,. and all the part- water; and the merchant, to escape the 
ners of the firm may move into their-

spati, and the families may ^ sweep' the 
streiet with the most elegrfnt ; apparel 
that human art ever wove or earthly 
[magnificence eyer H<?hieved.: But acnrse 
ia gathe];ing somewhere for those men, 
and if Jit does not seize hold of the pil- 
lars and in one wild ruin bring down 
the temple of commercial glory, it will 
break up their peace, and they will 
tremble with sickness and bloat with 
dissipations, and, pushed to the preci- 
i)ice-of this life, they will try to hold 
back and cry f oif^ help, but no help Will 
come; and they will clutch their gold to 
take it along with them, but it will be 
snatched from the'ir grasp, and a voice 
will sound through their soul, "Not a 
farthing, thou beggared spirit]" And 
the judgment will come 'and they will 
stand aghast before it, and all the busi- 
ness iniquities of a lifetime will gather 
around them, saying, "Do you remember 
this?" and, "Do you remember that?" 
And clerks that they compelled to dis- 
honesty, and runners and darymen and 
bookkeepers who saw behind the scenes, 
will bear testimony to their nefarious 
deeds, and some virtuous soul that once 
stood aghast at the splendor and power 
of these business men will say, 
Alas! 
this is all that is left of that great firm 
that occupied a block with their mer- 
chandise and overshadowed the city with 
their influence, and made righteousness 
and truth and purity fall under the gall- 
ing fire of avarice and crime." 


While we admire and approve of all 
acuteness amd tact in the sale of goods, 
we must condemn any process by which 
a fabric or product is represented as 
possessing a value which it really does 
not have. 
Nothing but sheer falsehood 
can represent as perfection boqts that 
rip, silks.that speedily lose their luster, 
calicoes that 
immediately wash out, 
stoves that crack under the first hot fire, 
booics insufficie-ntly bound, carpets that 
unravel, old furniture rejuvenated with 
putty and glue and sold as having been 
recently manufactured, gold 
watches 
made out of brass, barrels of fruit.the. 
biggest apples on top, wine adulterated 
"s^ii strychnine, hosiery poorly woven, 
cloths of domestic manufacture shining 
with foreign labels, imported goods 
represented as rare and hard to get, be- 
cause foreign exchange is so high, rolled ; 
out on the counter with matchless dis- 
play. Imported, indeed! but from the 
factory in the next street. A pattern al- 
ready 
unfashionable 
and' unsalable 
palmed off as a new print upon some 
counti-y merchant who has come to town 
to make his first purchase of dry goods 
and going home with a large stock of 
goods warranted to keep. 


Again, business men are often tempted 
to make the habits and customs of other 
traders their law of rectitude. There are 
commercial usages which will not stand 
the test of the last day. Yet men in 
business are apt to do as their neigh- 
bors do. If the majority of the traders 
in any locality are lax in principle, the 
commercial code in that community will 
be spurious and dishonest. 
It is a hard 
thing to stand close by the law of right 
when your next door neighbor by his 
looseness of dealing is enabled to sell 
goods at a cheaper rate and decoy your 
customers. Of course yon who promptly 
meet all your business 
engagements, 
paying when you promise to pay, will 
find it hard to compete with that mer- 
chant who is hopelessly in debt to the 
importer for the goods purchased, and 
to the landlord whose store he occupies, 
and to the clerks who serve hiin. 


There are a hundred practices preva- 
lent in the world of traffic which ought 
never to become the rule for honest 
Their wrong does not make your 


right. 
Sin never becomes virtue by be- 
ing multiplied and admitted at brokers'- 
board or merchants' exchange. 
Because 
others smuggle a few things in passen- 
ger trunks, because others take usury 
when men are in tight places, because 
others deal in fency stocks, because 
others palm off worthless indorsements, 
becat^e others do nothing but blow 
bubbles, do not, therefore, be overcome 
-of temptation. 
Hollow pretension and 
fictitious 
credit and commercial gam- 
bling may awhile prosper, but the day 
of reckoning cometh, and in addition to 
the horror and condemnation of out- 
raged communities the curse of God 
will come, blow after blow. 
God's will 
forever and forever is the only standard 
of right and wrong, and not commercial 
ethics. 


Young business man, avoid the first 
business dishonor, and you will avoid 
all the rest. 
The captain of a vessel 
was walking near the mouth of a river 
when the tide was low, and there was a 
long, stout anchor chain, into one of 
the great links of which his foot slipped, 
and it began to swell and he could not 
withdraw it. The chain could not be 
loosened nor filed off" in time, and a sur- 
geon was called to amputate the limb, 
but before the work could be done, the 
tide rolled over the victim and his life 
was gone. 


And I have to tell you, young man, 
that just one wrong 
into which you 
slip may be a link of a long chain of 
circumstances from which you cannot 
be extricated by any ingenuity of lyour 
own or any help from others, and the 
tides will roll over you as they have 
over many. 
When Pompey, the war- 
rior, wanted to takepossession ofa city, 
and they would not open the gates, he 
persuaded them to admit a flick soldier. 
But the sick soldier after a while got 
well and strong, -and he threw open the 
gate and let the devastating army come 
in. 
One wrong admitted into the soul 
may gain in strength until, after awhile, 
it flings open all the avenues of the im- 
mortal nature, 
and the surrender is 
complete. 


Again, business men are sometimes 
tempted to throw off' personal responsi- 
bility upon the moneyed institution to 
W h i c h they belong. 
Directors in banks 
and railroad and insurance companies 
sometimes shirk personal responsibil- 
ity underneath the action of the corpor- 
ation. 
And 
how often, when 
some 
banking house-or financial institution 
explodes 
through fraud, respectable 
men in the board of directors say, "Why, 
I thouaht all wus going on in an honest 
way, and I am utterly confounded with 
this misdemeanor!" 
The banks, and 
the fire and life and marine insurance 
companies, and the railroad companies, 
will not stand up for judgment in the 
last day, but those who in them acted 
righteously will receive each for him- 
self, a reward, and those who acted the 
part of neglect or trickery will, each for 
himself, receive a.condemnation. 


Unlawful dividends are not clean be- 
fore God because there are those asso- 
ciated with you who grab just as big a 
pile as you do. 
He who countenances 
the dishonesty of the firm, or of the cor- 
poration, or of the association, takes 
upon himself all the moral liabilities. 
If the financial institution steals, he 
steals. If they go into wild specula- 
tions, he himself is a gambler. 
If they 
needlessly embarrass a creditoi, he him- 
self is guilty of cruelty. If they swin- 
dle the uninitiated, he himself is a de- 
frauder. No financial institution ever 
had a money vault strong enough, or 
credit stanch enough, or dividends large 
enough, or policy acute enough to hide 
the individual sins of its members. The 
old adage, that corporations have no 
souls, is misleading. 
Eyery corpora- 
tion has as many souls as it has mem- 
bers. 


Again, many business men have been 
tempted to postpone their enjoyments 
and duties to a future season of entire 
leisure. 
What a sedative the Christian 
relieion would be to all our business 
men if, instead of postponing its uses to 
old age or ^eal^, they would take it into 
the store or factory or worldly engage- 
ments nowt It iis folly to go amdd the 
uncertainties of business life with no 
God to help. 


A merchant in a New England villagfe

A PEOFITABLB real estate transaction 
was controlled not long ago by George 
Hardy, a poor hostler.

$600. 
He then built a livery stable on 
a half acre of ground bordering on the 
Malvern Hotel. 
As his stable became 
more objectionable to the Malvern's 
guests, the price of Hardy's property 
climbed up. 
He absolutely refused 
offers of from $5,000 up to as high as 
$18,000, and finally thought , he was 
doing the Malvern'9 owner a great favor 
when he soldout lor $20,000.

Was it all accidental that the 
merchant, to escape a splash from the 
horse's foot, stepped into the insurance 
office? 
No, it was providential. 
And 
what a mighty solace for a business man 
to feel that things are providential! 
What peace and equilibrium in such a 
consideration, and what a grand thing 
if all business men could realize it! 


Many, although 
now comparatively 
straitened 
in worldly 
circumstances, 
have a goodly establishment 
in the 
future planned out. 
They have in im- 
agination 
built about 
twenty years 
ahead a house in the country not difiB.- 
cult of access from the great town, for 
they will often have business, lor old 
accounts to settle, and investments to 
look after. The house is large enough 
to accommodate all their friends. 
The 
halls are wide, and hung with pictures 
of hunting scenes and a bran^jh of ant- 
lers, and are comfortable with chairs 
that can be rolled out on the veranda 
when the weather is inviting, or set out 
under some of the oaks that stand sen- 
tinel about the house, and rustling in 
the cool breeze, and songful with the 
robins. 


There is just land enough to keep 
them interested and its crops of almost 
fabulous richness springing up under 
applicntion of the best theories to be 
found in the agricultural journals. The 
farm is well stocked with cattle and 
horses, and sheep that know the voice 
and h.ive a kindly bleat when one goes 
forth to look at them- 
In this blissful 
abode their children will be instructed in 
art and science and religion. This shall 
be the old homestead to which the boys 
at college will direct their letters, and 
the hill on which the house stands will 
be called Oakwood or Ivy Hill or Pleas- 
ant Retreat or Eagle Eyrie. 
May the 
future have for every business man here 
all tbat and more beside! But are you 
postponing your happiness to that time? 
Are you adjoarning your joys to that 
consummation? 


Again, business men are often tempted 
to let their calling interfere with the in- 
terests of the soul. 
God sends men 
into the business world to get educated, 
just as boys are sent to school and col- 
lege. 
Purchase and sale, loss and gain, 
disappointment and rasping, prosperity, 
the dishonesty of otUers, panic and 
bank suspensions are but different les- 
sons in the school. 
The more busi- 
ness, the more means of grace. 
Many 
have gone through wildest panic unhurt. 
"Are you not afraid you will break?" 
said some one to a merchant in time of 
great commercial excitement. 
He re- 
plied: "Aye, I shali break when the 
fiftieth Psrtlm breaks, in the 
fifteenth 
verse, 'Call upon me in the day of 
trouble and I will deliver thee.'" 


The store and the counting house have 
developed some of the most stalwart 
characters. 
Perhaps originally they had 
but little sprightliness and force, but 
two or three hard business thumps woke 
tUem up from their lethargy, and there 
came a thorough development in their 
hearts of all that wds good and holy and 
energetic and tremendous, and they have 
become the front men in Christ's great 
army, as well as lighthouse& in the great 
world of traffic. But business has been 
perpetual depletion to many a man. 
It 
first pulled out of him all benevolence, 
next all amiability, next all religious 
aspiration, next all 
conscience, and 
though he entered hi& vocation with 
large heart 
and 
noble character he 
goes out of it a skeleton,^ enough to 
scare a ghost. 


Men appreciate the 
importance of 
having a good business stand, a store on 
the right side of the street or the right 
block. Now, every place of business is 
a good stand for spiritual culture. God's 
angels hover over the world of traffic to 
sustain and buildup those who are try- 
ing to do their duty. 
To-morrow, if in 
your place of worldly engagement you. 
will listen for it, you may hear a sound 
louder than the rattle of drays and the- 
shuffle of feet and the chink of dollars- 
stealing into your soul, saying, "Seek 
ye first the kingdom of God and his 
righteousness, and allother things shall 
be added unto you." 


Yet some of those sharpest at a bar- 
gain are cheatcd out of their immortal 
blessedness by stratagems more palpa- 
ble than any "drop game" of the street. 
They make investments in things ever- 
lastingly below par. 
They put their 
valuables in a safe not fire proof. 
Th^y 
give full credit to influences that will 
not be able to pay one cent on a dollar. 
They plungo into a labyrinth from which 
no bankrupt law or "two-thirds enact- 
ment" will ever extricate them. 
They 
take into their partnership the world, 
the flesh and the devil, and the enemy 
of all righteousness will boast through 
eternal ages that the man who in all his 
business life could not be outwitted or 
overreached at last tumbled into spirit- 
ual defalcation and was swindled out of 
Heaven. 


Perhaps some of you saw the fire in 
New York in 1835, Aged men tell us 
that it beggared all description. 
Some 
stood on the housetops of Brooklyn, 
and looked at the red ruin that swept 
down the streets and threatened to ob- 
literate the metropolis. 
B.ut the com- 
mercial world wili yet be startled by a 
greater conflagration, 
even the last. 
Bills of exchange, policies of insurance, 
mortgages and bonds and government 
securities will be consumed in one lick 
of the flame. The Bourse and United 
States mint will turn to ashes. 
Gold 
will run molten into the dust of the 
street. 
Exchanges and granite blocks 
of merchandise will fall with a crash 
that v/ill make the earth tremble. 


The flashing up of the great light will 
show the righteous the way to their 
thrones. Their best treasures in heaven, 
they will go up and take possession of 
them. 
The toils of business life, which 
racked their brain and rasped their 
nerves for so many years, will have for- 
ever ceased. 
"There the wicked cease 
from troubling, and the weary are at 
rest."

"Life," says Her]|ert Spencer, "is the 
definite combination of heterogenous 
changes, both simultaneous and suc- 
cessive, in correspondence with external 
coincidences and sequences." 
This is 
not clear. 
"Life," says Aristotle, "is 
the primary reality of an organism." 
This is true, but inadequate. 
What 
modern science has really established 
regarding life is that it always proceeds 
life. 
Nex among the unsolved prob- 
lems must be placed the problem of ori- 
gins. 
Whence 
came 
this 
globe ? 
Whence came man? 
What was the 
origin of mineral,, of plant, 6i animal ? 
The Nebular hypothesis and the Dar- 
winian theory are subtle and profound, 
but even if established they would still 
leave the problem of origins obscure. 
In the realm of disease unsolved prob- 
lems abound. 
We cannot account for 
the origin of any of that large class of 
diseases, which, so far as we can see, 
invariably take their beginning in a de- 
finite 
particular vii-as. 
We can dis- 
cover and formulate the conditions of 
their growth and development,but their 
original source 
remains a 
mystery. 
Yet it is in just this department that 
the outlook is most hopeful. The genius 
of a Pasteur or a Koch, however rare, 
is not without its parallel, and the 
achievements of these observers should 
make the work of future investigators 
surer and less arduous. 
The true 
scientific attitude is one of legitimate 
satisfaction at past successes with the 
fi'ank recognition that this is no time for 
calling a halt and sounding picans of 
victory.

To Help Russian Hebrews. 


The new project for the ameliorating 
of the condition of the Russian Jews 
who have immigrated to this country

lands. 
The scheme has as yet been 
formulated only in a general way, but 
the basis of it is a decision by Baron 
Hirsch io send to this coiintry $10,000 
monthly for the benefit of Russian Jews 
in New York and in Philadelphia. 
The 
Baron's representative in the matter 
will be Adolphus S. 
Solomon, at pres- 
ent connected with the Census Bureau 
in Washington. 


The first use of the money will be to 
improve dwellings by erecting or leas- 
ing better buildings than the rockeries 
where they are now hearded like cattle. 
The details of the project are expected 
to be arranged and the first remittance 
to be received within a few months. 
It 
'stated the other day that Baron Hirsch 
is entirely alone in this enterprise, and 
that it will be conducted 
independ- 
ently of the United Hebrew Charities 
in New York. 
Those in charge will 
endeavor to prevent, rather than to en- 
courage further immigration.

Parties owning building lots, whioh 
they are trying to seU, that are located 
a mile from any seweir and so far out, 
that a sewer is not likely to reach them 
during the present century, are en- 
deavoring to halt the rush of home seek- 
ers into Lakeside Park addition, by 
telling them that sewers in that addition, 
if put down low enough to drain cellars, 
would not operate in times of great 
floods, and would only admit water to 
cellars they were intended to drain. 


There is nothing in this objection for 
the following reasons: 


First: Fort Wayne residences had no 
sewers for fifty years. Only within 
about the last five years has even the 
central part of the residence portion of 
the city been thus supplied. 


Second: Not moré than one house in 
ten in Fort Wayne, is, even now, con- 
nected with a sewer. 


Third: Nearly all the outlying addi- 
tions to Fort Wayne are so far removed 
from sewers, tliat it will, of necessity, 
be a long time before they can ba so con- 
nected. 


Fourth: "Lakeside" is underlaid 
•with ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel. 
You have only to dig a pit fifteen feet 
deep in your back yard, wall it up 
cheaply witíi rough stone, cover it over, 
and carry your pipes to it from bath 
room and kitchen, and your waste water 
is disposed of without the least diffi- 
culty, even without a sewer. 


Fifth: When sewers are wanted civil 
engineers say, there is scarcely a piece 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
so easily and so cheaply sewered as 
Jjakeside. The plan outlined is a main 
Bewer of brick of thirty inches diameter, 
sifcarting near the toll gate and running 
down the side of what is now the Mays- 
vile pike, to the point selected for cross- 
ing to the river. As the land is twenty to 
twenty-five above the river bed, the 
sewer outlet could be high enough to 
escape the effect of any, but extraordi- 
nary freshets. At the outlet will be fixed 
an automatic sewer gate, which closes 
as soon as the flood reachaa the necessary 
height. At this point will also be lo- 
c a t e a sewer pump, run by an inexpen- 
sive small 
engine, which would be 
started as soon as the flood gates closed, 
and the sewer^e be thus pumped into 
the river. This system is in operation 
in hundreds of places in this country 
and throughout Europe, and as any 
person can see, is simple and effective. 
It is not lively the pump would have to 
be used to exceed forty-eight hours in a 
whole year, and the consequent expense 
would be practically 
nothing. 
This 
main sewer, if three thousand feet long, 
would hardly cost complete, pump, en- 
gine and all, more than $5,000, about* 
eight dollars for each lot in the addition 
—a mere trifle. Thus easily is this 
sewer bugbear brushed aside.

They are reducing salaries, as many 
business men would rather have a snivel- 
ingyoung man to swear at when any- 
thing goes wrong than to pay a larger 
salary to a competent young Avoman, 
whom they would have to treat with re- 
spect. 
I think that men are encroach- 
ing iipon women's work and ruining a 
branch of female industry.

Mary Montgomery, and a woman in 
Iowa has made an improvement on the 
machinery for cigars. 
Blanche Willis 
Howard has a patent bath shoe and a 
music rack, and Doctor Mary Walker is 
turning the Patent OflSce upside down 
in getting out a new invention of teach- 
ing spelling. 
Mary's patent looks like 
a Chinese puzzle and it is more curious 
than practical. 
Among other patents 
which I remember are jar-lifters, bag- 
Jiolders, fish-bohers, raisin-seeders and 
a! thousand and one curious 
appliances 
for household matters. 


The washing-machines of the Patent 
Office take up a number of cases and 
the table utensils are numerous. 
One 
woman has invented a mustache spoon.

The spoon has a shield over 
the top and.

Teachcrs iu England. 


American teachers may regard their 
opportunities with much satisfaction in 
contrast with the chances of English 
governesses. The Pall Mall Gazette, 
quoting from a pamphlet published by 
the "Anxious Parent" of three daughters 
who have adopted the profession of gov- 
erness, gives the following incidents: 
The eldest girl, who is 
twenty-one, 
holds a Senior Cambridge certificate,' 
speaks French fluently, is a fair pianist 
and artist^ and sings moderately well. 
She receives her board during 
term 
time, but earns only $100 a year, and 
out of this has her traveling expenses to 
pay. 
The other incidents are still 
stronger arguments in favor of "better 
payment of the lady teacher." 


The second is 
nineteen. 
She is 
very fairly educated—that is, she can 
teach the rudiments of French, Latin, 
German, 
Euclid and algebra. 
She 
holds a certificate from the Royal Acad- 
emy of Music as having passed the Sen- 
ior Local Examination, and has taken 
several honors and certificates for draw- 
ing and painting. 
She teaches in a 
large day school, but as yet gets no 
salary. 


The third, aged eighteen, has ac- 
quired French on the Continent, is well 
grounded in Latin and German, is well 
up in English generally, and plays the 
piano fairly well. 
She gets her board 
and lodging, but, alas! no pay. 


The only remedy for this condition of 
poor pay which. the Anxious Parent can 
suggest is the formation of a charitable 
fund for aiding all lady teachers. 
He 
proposes that the girls attending the 
schools shall be asked to give a trifle to- 
ward raising such a fund. The Pall 
Mall Gazette is not able to offer reme- 
dies any more satisfactory. "The way 
to get at the root of the whole matter is 
to increase the fields of occupation for 
women, and especially for educated 
women, so that there will no longer be 
any need of girls who have to earn their 
own 
living to 
turn 
to 
teaching 
as the only means of earning a liveli- 
hood." To an American the root of the 
difficulty would seeijd to be the whole 
economical condition of England. The 
pay of women teachers is bnt one illns- 
tration of the scale of wagei in that 
country.

The reading took place in the Greeii- 
room at which the ladies and gentle-, 
men of the company were assembled, 
and many furtive glances were cast at 
Mr. 
Couldock 
and 
myself 
as the 
strength of Abel Murcott and 
Asa 
Trenchard were reyealed. 
Poor Southr 
ern sat in the corner looking quite dis- 
consolate, fearing that there was noth- 
ing in the play t h a t . would suit him; 
and as the dismal lines of Dundreary 
were read he glanced over at me with a 
forlorn expression, as much as to say, 
" l am cast for that dreadful part," 
little dreaming that the character of the 
imbecile lord would turn out to be the 
the stepping-stone of his fortune. 
The 
success of the play proved the turning 
point in the career of three persons— 
Laura Keene, Sothern and myself. 


As I have before said, 
Sothern was 
much dejected at being compelled to 
play the part. 
He said he could do 
nothing with it, and certainly for the 
first two weeks it was a dull effort, and 
produced but little effect. 
So in de- 
spair he began to introduce extravagant 
business into his 
character—skipping 
about the stage, stammering and sneez- 
ing and, in short, doing all he could to 
attract and distract the attention of the 
audience. 
To the surprise of every one, 
himself included, these antics, intended 
by him to injure the character, were 
received by the audience with delight. 
He was a shrewd man as well as an 
effective actor, and he saw ai a glance 
that accident had reyealed 
to him a 
golden opportunity. 
He took advan- 
tage of it, and with cautious steps in- 
creased his speed, feeling the 
ground 
well under him as he preceded. 
Be- 
fore the firs^ month was over he s^ood 
side by side with any oth^r charactnr 
in the play; and at the end of the run 
he was, in my opinion, 
considerably iu 
advance of us all. 
And his success in 
London, iu the same character, fully 
attests, whatever may be said to the 
contrary, 
that 
as 
an 
ex- 
travagant, 
eccentric comedian in the 
modern range of comedy he was quite 
without a rival. 
His performance of 
Sam, which I saw at the Haymarket 
Theater in Loudon, 
was a still finer 
piece of acting than his Dundreary. 
It 
was equally strong, and had the advan- 
tage of the other in not 
being-over- 
drawn or extravagant.—'The 
Century.

BRIDGES OF CHICAGO. 


T H E t Á R E NUMEROUS, BUT THERE 
IS NO BRIDGE OF SIZE. 


The Peril to I.ifo and timb Which They 
Involve—People Who Ha\'e Walked Into 
the Open Draw—What Is t» Be 
the 
Remedy?—An Opportunity for Inventors 
A ragged Ital- 
fruit vender 
pushing be- 
him a hand- 
well 
filled 
with bananas, ap- 
ples, andoranges, 
for the most part 
in 
a 
somewhat 
doubtful state of 
preservation. 
He 
was near the abut- 
ment of one of 
Chicago's swing- 
ing bridges, and 
thinking perhaps 
of the blue skies 
of his own sunny 
land, was trudg- 
ing along, all un- 
mindful of the cir- 
cumstance t h a t , 
since he last raised 
his eyes, the pon- 
derous bridge had 
opened to admit 
of the passage of 
a vessel. 


"Stop! 
stop!" 
cried the 
poÛce 
officer whose duty 
it was to guard the approaches to the 
enormous swinging structure. 


Upon the brink of the abyss the 
thoughtless fruit peddler paused and 
looked back. 
But the warning had 
come too late, the wheels of the cart 
had begun to descend. 
Thq man 
might have saved himself at the ex- 
pense of his cart and stock in trade. 
He did not stop to reason, he had no 
time for that, but with the instinctive 
love of property clung to the handle of 
his truck and went down with it into 
the dark, ill-smelling waters of the 
Chicago Biver. 


Thanks to a tug-boat which was in 
the act of passing and the bridge-teu-

der, the unfortunate man was rescued 
and resuscitated. 
The matter was 
briefly mentioned in the daily papers 
the next morning and the event for- 
gotten. 
The 
occurrence, 
however, 
suggests the dangers and nuisances 
peculiar to cities intersected by a river 
provided with movable bridges. 


Few of the large cities of the coun- 
try are altogether exempt from this 
difficulty. As, however, the nuisance 
varies with the frequency that a bridge 
is opened, it follows that Chicago, with 
its enormous lake commerce, iaust be 
the most afflicted of all. . 
I |The present metropolis of the West, 
and, as''most of her citizens and many 
outsiders as well lirmly believe, the 
prospective metro}:)olis of America, was 
originally founded at the mouth of a 
small and exceedingly 'sluggish creek, 
which was crossed by its few inhabit- 
ants on a single plank that could be 
removed to admit of the passage of an 
occasional canoe or skiff, the only kind 
of craft then plying upon the Chicago 
River. 


As the embryotic "Queen of the 
"West" gj ew in population and impor- 
tance, the value of the river began to 
be more and more appreciated by her 
enterprising inhabitants. 
Gradually 
it was broadened, straightened 
and 
deepened to allow of the passage of 
vessels of larger and still larger ton- 
nage. 


When 
the west and north divi- 
sions of the city began to be quite 
largely settled, the river was no longer 
regarded as an unadulterated bless- 
ing, and complaints were numerous 
and bitter. 
As emigration>from Eu- 
rope and the older Eastern States was 
attracted by the marvelous reports 
from the city by the lake, the nuisance 
liecame more pronounced, the mur- 
murs and protests louder and deeper. 


The "city fathers," wisely conclud- 
ing that business was desirable, even 
at the expense of inconvenience on the 
part of the people, discriminated in 
favor of commerce, and gave vessels 
the right of way, compelling teams 
and foot-passengers to wait for vessels 
to pass the bridges. 
With a view to 
lessening the pressure and diminishing 
the difficulty, additional bridges were 
constructed. 
These merely had 
the 
effect of preventing the trouble from 
greatly 
increasing, 
since the city, 
known now throughout the world as a 
synonym for push and progress, more 


soon acted nppn, and at an enonnons 
expense two tunnels, each for wagons 
and pedestrians, were constructed un- 
der the river, connecting the South 
with the Nbrth and West Sides. 


At first these were very popular; 
but before long the people wearied of 
them and returned their patronage to 
the bridges. 
Then an ordinance was 
passed regulating the opening of the 
bridges and limiting the time for them 
to remain open to ten minutes. 
At 
present, much to the disgust of tug- 
men and vessel-owners, still further 
restrictions are imposed, and during 
the time—morning and evening—when 
the great mass of clerks, laborers, 
artisans, and business people gener- 
ally are going to and froia their work, 
no bridge is allowed to swing. 


Many schemes for the al^lition of 
the "bridge nuisance," as it is popular-

ly called, have been and are still be- 
ing projjosed. 
The most feasible of 
them seems to be the one which pro- 
poses to build docks; protected by 
breakwaters, along the lake shore, and 
close up the river entirely. 
Emptied 
of its foul water, the channel could be 
filled up, thus adding a large acreage 
to the city in its most crowded por- 
tions. 
Or it could be used as an ap- 
proach for railroads, thus rendering 
possible one enormous union passen- 
ger-depot in lieu of the half score now 
in existence. 


The great objection to this plan is 
the enormous damage the x>roperty 
owners who have vested rights in the 
way of dockage along the entire length 
of the river would sustain. The World's 
Fair may give Chicago such an impetus 
—"boom" is perhaps the better word— 
as to bring this about; otherwise it 
will be a long time before we see it ac- 
complished. 


In the meantime, as stated in the 
outset, the swinging bridges are a con- 
tinuing menace to the lives of most of 
those who are compelled to cross them. 
Patrons of North and West Side street 
cars, except 
of 
those wliich i^ass 
through the La Salle street tunnel, 
seem in jjeculiar danger. 
Of late, on 
most lines crossing the river, the con- 
ductors are compelled, after a certain 
hour in the evening, to run forward 
and ascertain from a personal inspec- 
tion that everything is right, after 
which they signal the drivers to come 
ahead. 


Railroad tracks run on the north and 
west sides of the river in the downtown 
portion of the city. 
These are, in all 
cases, crossed by viaducts. 
In some 
instances the top of the viaduct is 
higher than the bridge and quite a 
sharp descent must be made to reach 
the latter. 
It is here that there is the 
greatest danger of accidents. 
Not 
many weeks ago a street car ap- 
proached the Clark street bridge, the 
horses on a keen run to acquire the 
momentum necessary 
to carry 
the 
heavily loaded vehicle up the sharj) 
incline. 
Like a number of others, this 
bridge is swung by an elevated steam 
engine, and opens with extreme rapidi- 
ty. 
The driver did not observe that it 
was alreddy in motion until within a 
few,yards of the precipitous wall of 
stone. 
By a miracle almost he was 
enabled to stop the car and save his 
half hundred passengers from a fearful 
plunge, which would have meant death 


stuck in the channel so that the bridge 
cannot be closed for some timei quite a 
throng is certain to collect upon the 
approaches. 
Curiosity is al^ut the 
/strongest of human motives, and many 
people under such circumstances wiU 
stand upon the extreme verge of the 
abyss, the better to command a view 
of the river, that they may see and 
ann'ounce to those less favorably situ- 
atl&d what is going on, and the chances 
for the closing of the bridge. 
In such 
cases, a sudden quarrel, a fright, or a 
pickpocket may cause a commotion 
and a movem^ent on the part of the 
closely packed throng which will crowd 
the adventurous • ones upon the abut- 
ment over into the river. 
This has 
frequently happened in Chicago, but, 
although the occurrence is reported in 
the papers, no one seems to profit by 
the example, and the very next day 
scores of people expose themselves to 
exactly the same fate. 


Many people become so absorbed in 
their thoughts as to reach a state of 
oblivion as to their surroundings. Such 
persons are always in danger in a 
large city, but at no time 
is their 
peril so great as when approaching an 
open bridge. 
The fact that they have 
crossed there many times in safety re- 
lieves their minds of alj. anxiety, and 
they frequently walk straight into the 
river, many feet below. 


By far the greater portion of such 
disasters have occurred during the 
night, and since the bridges were 
lighted by electricity they have nota- 
bly diminished. 


The list of fatalities chargeable to 
open bridges is by no means so large 
as might reasonably 
be 
expected. 
This is due to the fact that the bridge- 
tenders are always on the watch for 
catastrophes, and are thus able to ef- 
fect a rescue. 
Many of them are pro- 
vided with long poles, armed afr one 
end with a steel hook with which to 
catch and draw people from the water. 


It is to the disgrace of Chicago that 
the dangerous condition of the bridges 
is not obviated. That this could readily 
be done, no one with the smallest por- 
tion of mechanical knowledge can doubt 
for a moment. 
Many plans, some of 
them no doubt feasible, have Ijeen sug- 
gested ; but so far none of them have 
ever been adopted. 
What is wanted 
is an appliance which, as the bridge 
swings open, will automatically close, 
and that securely, the oj)en gateway to 
death which at present menaces hu- 
man life. 
The inventors of the West 
ought to think of and solve this prob- 
lem. 
In doing it successfully, they 
would not only receive an ample re- 
ward in money but confer a lasting 
benefit upon humanity.—DMghi Bald- 
win in Chicago 
Ledger.

to the majority of them.

saved them, but it was a close call. 


Not many years ago a carriage con- 
taining three children, who were being 
driven to a South Side depot to meet 
an expected relative, was driven over 
the approach to the Harrison street 
bridge, which unfortunately was open, 
and all three perished. 
While the 
vehicle was upon the long viaduct 
which crosses the numerous railroad 
tracks a locomotive whistle beneath 
sounded shrilly, thé spirited horsgs 
took fright, became unmanageable, 
and, despite the best efforts of the 
coachman, who narrowly escaped with 
his life, dashed on to death and des- 
truction. 


Fires are not the only dangers that 
menace the men whose business it is 
to extinguish them. 
The open bridges 
are their constant dread. 
The horses 
are driven at the highest possible speed 
attainable, and are given, universally, 
the right of wq,y. Dashing along, fre- 
quently in the dead of the night, with 
a storm raging overhead and icy pav- 
ing-stones beneath, what wonder that 
accidents frequently happen. 
Many a 
"fire laddie" has found his way ii»to 
the river, and it is miraculous that 
many lives are not lost through those 
gateways of death, the open bridges. 
Not ^loúg sincè a hose-cart was driven 
wh^e^^^ North Side ; bridge; was sup- 
posed lo' have been, aiid the 
horses 
were drowned.

It is safe to surmise that if the ques- 
tion of artificial or commercial fertil- 
izers was put to a large gatheriiig of 
farmers, fifty per cent, of them would 
say it does not pay to use them. 
In 
fact, nothing is more common than to 
hear farmers complain that the com- 
mercial fertilizers now in market are 
not worth the money asked for them, 
some even going so far as to class 
them all as frauds, falling far short of 
doing what the venders and manufac- 
turers claim for them. 


It is absurd to deny that 
even 
a partial analysis, in reach of nearly 
every district 
schoolteacher, 
shows 
that, 
notwithstanding 
the 
strin- 
gent legislative enactments, many a 
sack of bone meal with the tag con- 
taining the signature of a State Chem- 
ist contains substances entirely for- 
eign to what this tag calls for; but of 
course the farmer is not^expected to 
send a sample for technical analysis, 
and thus the imx>osition is allowed to 
go on. 
In all my experience with fer- 
tilizer manufacturers and consumers, 
during which very inferior goods have 
been found in sacks marked "good" 
and selling for as high as thirty-three 
dollars per ton, I do not recollect a 
solitary instance of either the manu- 
facturer or vender being made to suf- 
fer thereby; but still that mortgage 
remains unpaid, the farmer lives in the 
old house, goes to meeting in the old 
wa^on, and his wife and daughters 
wear calico, while the peojde from 
whom he buys his fertilizers »wn their 
residences, have farms without 
the 
mortgage, where they spend their sum- 
mers going to and fro with their team 
of spanking bays, covered carriages, 
with their wives and daughters at the 
springs, dressed in silks and satins. 
These things ought not so to be; the 
tiller of the soil, he that feeds us all, 
hence he in whom all well-balanced 
minds have, or should have, a deep 
and abiding interest, should have a 
full equivalent for whatevér he buys, 
and nothing more so than in the mat- 
ter of commercial fertilizers. 


This question, like all others, has, 
however, two sides, and before we 
place all the blame on the producer, 
let us see if the consumer, the farmer, 
always acts Avisely when in the market 
for his fertilizer. Many farmers have a 
mistaken idea of economy in regard to 
their purchase pf commodities. Some 
of them look more to quantity than to 
quality at a fair price. 
That there are 
honest 
manufacturers of 
fertilizers 
goes without saying. 
They have a 
reputation at stake, and could not af- 
ford to put up an inferior article even 
if their avarice would tempt them to 
do so. 
But good goods bring good 
prices, hence it is not reasonable to 
supinóse that a new brand whose his- 
tory is unknown—I take but little 
stock in the tags on the sacks—that is 
offered you at twenty dollai-s per ton 
will give you better results than the 
brand, old, ti-ied and true, that is held 
at 50 per cent, more, merely because 
that fine-looking, well-dressed gentle- 
man tells you so. 


It is a notorious fact that farmers 
are infatuated with low jDrices. 
They 
have but little j)rofits, we all know, 
and they strive to make the dollar go 
as far as possible in their purchases, 
but this is not always the wisest policy 
to jiursue. 
The old but trite saying 
that the best is always the cheapest, 
other things being equal, applies with 
all its force to everything the farmer 
buys, and nowhere 
has it greater 
weight than in the purchase of fertiliz- 
ers. 
One of the largest manufacturers 
in the State of Ohio recently told the 
writer that his 
house made three 
grades of ground bone; one of these 
they would guarantee pure under any 
penalty; another they sold for five 
dollars per ton less, but would not 
guarantee pure, though they would 
guarantee, if needed, that it contained 
but salt cake; while a third article, 
sold at a still lower price, only dif- 
fered from the second in containing a 
larger proportion of salt cake. 


This cheapest of the three brands 
they named "Good," and sold it as 
such. 
Oh, fertilizer! how*the truth is 
bent and twisted, distorted and dis- 
tended, stretched and contracted, in 
thy name! 
In very many cases their 
customers would take the second or 
third grade of their cheapest fertiliz- 
ers, at from five to ten dollars per ton 
less, under the impression that thej' 
were more economical than their neigh^- 
bors who purchased the best. 
Tliis 
maniifacturer did not hesitate to admit 
that his profits were greatest on the 
lowest grade and the least on the pure 
article, and it is but safe to assume 
that he voiced the sentiments of all 
fertilizer manufacturers. 


Comment is superfluous here; so 
long as there is a demand for clieap 
goods of any kind, so long will they be 
forthcoming and found in market at 
the price the demand will justify, and 
when the farmers have learned to fully 
comprehend the true connection be- 
tween quality and price, this class of 
merchandise, failing to find purchasers, 
will disappear from the market. Users 
of fertilizers should not rush to the 
other extreme, however, and conclude 
that because the price is high the qual- 
ity is in proportion. 
Manufacturers 
will provide for this, also. 
It is very 
easy to mark up prices a peg. 


In nearly all the States that use 
commercial fertilizers to any great ex- 
tent, the farmer and honest manu- 
facturer were intended to be protect- 
ed by laws which regulate the manu- 
facture and sale of these- articles. The 
latter may fix the amount of phosphoric 
acid, ammonia, and potash he will 
guarantee to be present, but having 
once fixed and recorded it he must 
keep the standard up to what he has 
agreed to. 
This law, however, has too 
many flaws and loopholes, it resolves 
itself into absolutely a one-man power, 
and there are many ways the law may 
be evaded and still run no risks of the 
prescribed 
punishment. 
What 
is 
needed is a law, and it should be a 
United 
States 
statute, that 
would 
provide a competent analyst, not a 
political pap-sucker either, for each 
Congressional district, and all fertiliz- 
ers offered for sale within his territory 
should be handled by him and sold on 
their merits; e. g., their unit value. 
This would be ^ e 
cheaper way for 
manufacturers—who could pool if they 
wished—and much more satisfactory 
to the farmer.

HOW TO MAKE AiiD FLY KITES. 


on Kite-Flying Wlaich Boy» 
Should Study and Sitv» 


UCH h a s 
been written 
early and late concerning 
kites, and how to make 
them, says JSL 
Nicholas, 
but no one seems to hav© 
ipaid proper attention to one 
very important part of thw 
great subject—that is, thei 
making of the kite's tiul, 
Now, the tail of a kite does 
for the kite precisely w h ^ 
ballast ¿loes for a ship. 
No vessel will 
sail well and steadily unless her bal- 
last is projferly adjusted, and the same 
principle applies to kites. 


A bad kite with a good tail wiH fly 


rt 


better than a good kite with a bad tail. 


I wiU explain the way in which a 
tail should be made: 


Generally speaking, the tail should 
be four times the length of the kite. 


Tie one end of a ball of twine to 
some object that is firm (I always use 
a door knob) and proceed to make an 
ordinary slip-knot three or four feet 
from where the twine is fastened. Two 
knots are shown in the diagram. 


Into this slip-knot insert one end of 
a strip of flannel, cloth, or calico, half 
an inch in width and half the length of

the kite, and pull the knot tight. Then 
make another loop two and a half 
inches from the first, and proceed as in 
the first case, continuing in like man- 
ner until you have a sufficient quan- 
tity. 
The next thing is to trim the 
strips, grading them like those in the 
illustration. 


My own plan is to use one yard of 
blue and one yard of red flannel, and 
one yard of common muslin. 
Three 
yards will be more than enough ma- 
terial for the tail of a kite six feet 
long. 
Tearing each into strips half an 
inch wide, I arrange them as already 
explained. 


The result is a verv handsome kite- 
tail. 


I do not propose to say very much 
about the making of kites' themselves, 
because that subject 
has been exhaustively 
treated by 
o t h e r s . 
There is one sjiecimen, 
however, w o r t h y of 
mention, which has not 
been put on record, I 
believe. You will see a 
sketch of it in this cut. 


The sticks are pro- 
longed beyond the act- 
ual size of the cover- 
ing; from their tip is 
s t r e t c h e d a string 
around the kite's edge, on which ar& 
pasted strips of fringed tissue paper, 
doubled across it. 


If the colors of the kite cover and 
of the fringe are tastefully chosen, tliis 
makes a very handsome though some- 
what heavy kite. 


Uniform colors are generally better 
in effect than are bits of red, green, 
blue and yellow, because with ))aperof 
one color the "lines" of your kite are 
plainly visible. 
Fancy a yacht paint- 
ed in red, white, and blue sections T 


What would we see of her symmetry? 


The strings which sustain liie kite s 
tail should be fastened to the sticks at 
their lower ends, and when drawni ta\it 
their center 
should 
be . just 
long 
enough to reach the crossing of the 
sticks. To these strings the tail is tied 
firmly in the center, and care should 
be taken that the knot comes exactly in 
the middle. 


The pictures show the proper way to 
"raise" a kite. 


Have a young friend to hold it, fac- 
ing the wind, and be careful to place 
the tail straight out in front: make 
sure that the tail is not tangled nor in 
danger of catching iipon 
anything. 
Then—give the word, run back a few 
paces, and your kite will sail steadily 


and gracefully from 
the earth, 
as 
shown in the cut, and soon take the 
position of the one at the top of the 
drawing. 


When a kite twirls round and round 
it is because the taü is too light. 
"Darting" comes from the same cause, 
as a rule, although this may come from 
a badly adjusted belly-band. 
"Wob- 
bling" is caused by putting the cross- 
stick too high usually, or by mak- 
ing the belly-band too long for the 
string.

"OLD 
CLUBFOOT." 


THE BIGGEST AND UGLIEST 


GRIZZLY EVER KILLED. 


For Twenty Years He Had Been 


the Terror of Northern California 
—Tragic Incidents in His Career— 
His Final Fall.

the skin, he refused to accept my offer. 
There was nothing in the quality of the 
.skin that gave it value. Its extraordinary 
si/e was what made me want it. 
Th-it 


skin came oil of what was undoubtedly 
the biggest bear that was ever killed on 
this continent. 
I did not sec the bear, 


for it had been killed two or three weeks 
before I got out there, and 1 rode twenty 
mile> on horseback to see the >kin, which 
Tva* about all the people along Battle 
Creek ivcre talking about just then. The 
head had been cut from the skin, winch 
reduced its length by two feet, but as it 
wa- it measured nearly twelve feet in 
length. From tip to tip of the out- 
stretched paws, the width was fifteen 
fett. Standing erect on its hind feet the 
bear must have been at least seventeen 
feet high, and walking on all fours he 
was almost live feet tall. Such a monster 
couldn't have been a very pleasant object 
to meet in the woods, and, as the story 
goes out alon» Hattle Creek, at least five 
men had met that bear during its career 
in the region, and never came hack to 
tell of iC 


"The bear h:ul a singular deformity in 


a regular club foot, whether from birth 
or caused by accident was not known, 
and had been called for twenty years 
•OldClubfoot,' by the fanners of Tehama 
County and other parts of Northern Cali- 
fornia, where lie had been all these years 
a terror to the people, carrying oft' not 
only swine and sheep, but 
full-grown 


cattle. 
One fanner told me that this 


bear had caused loss to the amount of 
many thousands of dollars in that jvay in 
Tehama County alone, to say nothing of 
the human lives he was alleged to have 
taken. For ten years a pri<?e had been 
on his head, $500 reward being offered 
by the farmers to anyone who would run 
Old Clubfoot down and kill him. It was 
in trying to earn this reward that the five 
men were supposed to have sacrificed 
themselves at different times to thegvi/zly 
terror, as they had gone out with the in- 
tention of killing the bear and never re- 
turned. The grix/ly had outwitted the 
smartest of the old-time bearkillers of 
that country, and seemed to carry a 
charmed life, lie would be seen or heard 
of one day at a certain locality, and the 
next day would put in an appearance at 
a place iifty miles away. Xo traps nor 
guns nor devices of any kind seemed to 
be equal to the cunning old cripple, and 
he continued to scourge Northern Califor- 
nia with impunity. 


"AVhether this great bear was responsi- 


ble or not for the disappearance of the 
live men he was charged with having 
killed, there was no doubt that he did 
kill one of them, for he wns seen to do it 
by two witnesses, trustworthy men still 
living on Battle Creek. These men arc 
William Black-well and John Rice, stock 
farmers. The man they saw Old Club- 
foot kill was a noted bear hunter named 
Hiram Hollywood. The bear had been 
prowling around the Blackwell farm for 
several days, and had killed a number of 
young cattle. Hollywood lived in an 
adjoining county, and Blackwell sent 
word for him to come over and see if he 
couldn't be a match for Old Clubfoot. 
It was in November, six years ago. 
Hollywood went to Blackwclls, and with 
Blackwell and his neighbor, 
Farmer 


Rice, started out after the big bear. 
They came in sight of him in a wild and 
rocky place high in the mountains. He 
entered a thick growth of willows, which 
hid him from sight. 
The two farmers 


were frightened so by the awful appear- 
ance of the enormous grizzly that they 
would not go any nearer the spot where 
the bear was hiding, and they were not 
yet within gunshot of it. 
Hollywood 


went on alone and entered the willows. 
The rejwrt of his rifle was soon heard, 
but only once. 
Blackwell and Rice 


could hear the fierce growls and snappings 
of the grizzly, and knew that Hollywood 
must have been forced into a hand-to- 
hand tight with the bear. 
In spite of 


their fear they hurried forward to be of 
aid to the hunter, but before they 
reached the willows out came Holly wood, 
retreating backward 
from 
the bear, 


which was erect on its hind feet, and 
towered far above the hunter, who was 
covered with blood. 
He was fighting i 


the bear with a long-bladed hunting 
knife. 
The place where the struggle 


was going on was an unfortunate one for j 
Hollywood. 
On one sidy of the willows, 


with only n space of a few feet between it 
and the copse, was a ledge that dropped 
sheer for twenty-five feet, while on the 
other side the mountain rose abruptly. 
The bear was backing the hunter directly 
towaid the edge of the ledge, and he did 
not seem to be aware of his danger in 
that direction, so busy was he trying to 
save himself from the fury of the bear. 
Blackwell and Rice shouted to Hollywood 
to warn him of his double peril, but he 
either did not hear them or did not un- 
dcr.-tutid them, for he kept working to- 
ward the ledge. He plunged his knife 
every second into the bear, almost up to 
the liilt, but, although blood poured 
from the wounds thus made, the knife 
did not reach the vitals, so thick was the 
grizzly's shield of hide and fat. Neither 
of Hollywood's companions dared shoot 
at the bear, as they were afraid of hitting 
the hunter. But, intent on saving the 
man if possible, they ran forward to at- 
tack the bear and draw it away from the 
imperilled hunter. They could not get 
there in time. Hollywood, one arm 
broken by a blow of the bear's paw, one 
side of his face torn away by the animal's 
claws, and half-blinded by blood, seemed 
to discover his danger from the ledge 
just as he backed to its edge. He at- 
tempfcd to turn and save himself, but 
it was too late. 
Seeing that he must 


fall over the precipice.'he dropped the 
knife and, leaping into the air, threw his 
arm tightly around the Iw.-ar's nprk. 
Both hunter and bear went over the 
rocks. When Blackwell and Rice reached 
the edge of the ledge they saw Hollywood 
lying in a heap at the foot of the recks. 
The grizzly w.is limping away toward 
the woods. TJie two farmers emptied 
their guns without any apparent effect, 
Upon the retreating monster. He kept 
on his way, walking on three feet, his 
right forelegs having'been broken by the 
fall over the ledge. The fanners went 
around to the foot of the rocks and found 
Hollywood dead and frightfully mangled. 
They found bis gun in the willows, 
broken in two at the stock. 
Jt was sup- 


posed that the bear had rushed upon 
Hollywood before he was aware of its 
proximity, and he had not been able to 
fire wore than once bcfoTC the grizzly 
knocked the pun out of his hands aad 


forced him to the defence that had ended 
so disastrously. 


"After the'tragic ending of that hunt 


Old Clubfoot was not seen again for a 
long time, and it was hoped by all and 
believed by many that the wounds poor 
Hollywood had inflicted on the bfar had 
been faial to the grimly. 
But the hope 


was ktM>less. for the (beaded bear put in 
an appearance in the sinie locality a year 
later, and he had been having pretty 
much his own way on Battle Creek in 
spite of the big price on hi-i head, when 
he was discovered one day a low weeks 
ago by ;i trapper ami hunter named Jim 
llendrix in an old stulible field, enjoying 
itself hunting field-mice, a seemingly in- 
significant recreation for an animal that 
could carry off a yearling bull, but a fa-

fore the magistrate and condemned to 
death for having killed a man. 


During the fourteenth century oxen 


and cow.s might be legally killed when 
taken in the act of marauding: and asses, 
for a first offence, had one ear cropped, 
for a second offence, the other, and if aft- 
er this they were asses enough to commit a 
third offence, their lives became forfeit 
to the crown. 
"Criminal" animals fre- 


quently expiated their 
offences, 
like 


other malefactors, on 
the 
gallows; 


but 
subsequently they 
were 
sum- 


marily killed without trial, and their 
Owners mulcted in heavy damages. 


In the fifteenth century it was popu- 


larly believed that cocks were intimately 
associated with witches, and they were 
sometimes credited with the power of 
laying accursed eggs, from which sprang 
winged serpents. 
In 1474, at Bale, a 


cock was publicly accused of having laid! 
one of these dreadful eggs. He was 
tried, sentenced to 
death, and, to- 


gether with his egg, was burned by the 
executioner in the market place, amid a 
great concourse of people. 


In 1004, during the witch persecutions 


in New England, a dog exhibited such 
strange symptoms of all'.iction that he was 
believed to have been ridden by a war- 
lock, and he was accordingly hanged. 
Snails, flies, mice, ants, caterpillars and 
other obnoxious creatures have been sim- 
ilarly proceeded against and condemned 
to various punishments, mostly in ecclesi- 
astical courts. 
And, stranger still, inan- 


imate objects have suffered the same 
fate. 


It had been said that punishment is' not 


likely to be efficacious unless it swiftly 
follows the offence. 
This was improved 


on by a Barbary Turk, who, whenever he 
bought a fresh Greek slave, had him 
hung up by the heels and bastinadoed, 
on the principle, it is supposed—though 
the application is decidedly singular— 
that prevention is better than cure.—[All 
the Year Round.

'•Do you see this dre-s suit 1 nave on? 


I only paid $14 for it, and it looks as 
well as if it had cost $100. Don't it;" 


''You sec,'' continued the speaker,who 


really looked exceedingly well dressed 
as he stood in the reception-room waiting 
to be pre-esited to the hostess. "1 had no 
dress suit to wear.so I made up my mind, 
rather than mi-s being here, 1 would hire 
one. 
1 had never done such a thing be- 


fore, but suppo-cd, of course, it would 
be an ca-y matter. I found to my dismay 
that I would have to make a deposit of 
*20 before I could secure' the necessary 
'outfit. 1 had but $17 to my name. I was 
in de.-pnir. 
I knew of no one to whom I 


could apply for more money. The time 
was short, as 1 had not .started out to 
look for a suit until late this afternoon. 


"As I walked down the street, wonder- 


ing how 1 could escape from my dilemma, 
my eye happened to fall upon a dress 
vest hanging in the window of a second- 
hand clothing shop. 
Almost mechani- 


cally I stepped inside and asked its price. 
'Two dollars and fifty cents will buy it,' 
said the dealer, and I tried it on. 
It 


titled perfectly, but he had no swallow- 
tail coats. 
A hint from the storekeeper, 


however, sent me hurrying down Seventh 
avenue, to another and similar place, 
after having had the vest laid aside. 
At .shop number two I found if variety of 
swallow-tail coats ranging in price from 
$-1 to $1'2. There was only one which 
fitted me, and the proprietor wanted $12 
for it. To make a long story short, I 
finally got him down to $?>, and secured 
the coat. At a third place I found a 
pair of doeskin trousers for ^3.50, and 
here I am with a dress suit of my own, 
and §2 left out of my original $17.'' 


An' examination showed that the suit 


throughout was of the very be.-t quality, 
full satin lined, and the coat was made 
by one of New York's most fashionable 
tailors. The wearer of it looked quite as 
well as those of his fellows vlio had paid 
from *80 to $100 for similar suits, and 
even the most practical eye could never 
have detected that it had not been made 
for him. Here, then, was the key to a 
mystery which has long puzzled the writ- 
er; namely, how young men with small 
incomes manage to dress well. In no 
city in the world arc both men and wo- 
men clad as well as they are in Xew York. 
Young men with social aspirations are 
compelled to wear good clothes, and 
fashionably made apparel for men is very 
expensive. 
The swell tailors will no't 


make a suit for less than S(iO. and a suit 
for evening wear will cost at least a hun- 
dred. 


Few young men can pay it, but they 


do have these clothes just the same i'f 
they are smart. There are two ways of 
getting them: one is to establish credit 
and run a tailor's bill, the other to wait 
till those who can afford to pay for such 
clothes have worn them awhile, and then 
buy them from their valets or from a 
second-hand dealer to whom they have 
been sold. 


It is not only in second-hand clothing 


stores and in "misfit parlors," as some of 
the dealers call their places of business, 
that bargains in cast-off suits of high 
grade can be had. There arc two or three 
men well known to a large number of 
their fellows, both in the ranks of swell- 
dom and the less V-lect, but more numer- 
ous set, who hang upon the heels of swell- 
dom and ape its ways. These men act as 
commission brokers between the classes re- 
ferred to. It is not good form for a heavy 
swell to wear his clothes more than half 
a dozen times, nor is it good form for him 
to have them altered or pressed. 


It is equally bad form for him to take 


or send his c:ist-off garments tc a slop- 
shop for sale. If he has a valet all this 
sort of thing is delegated to that func- 
tionary for his personal profit, but it is 
not every swell that has a valet, any more 
than it is true that every man of leisure 
lias a bank account. To those members 
of the hauttou, then, who have no valets, 
these clothing brokers are particularly 
useful. 
To them he announces person- 


ally or by letter that he has garments of 
such and such a description for sale. 
The broker selects 
from among his 


numerous clients on the border line be- 
tween the real swell and the genuine Bo- 
hemian, a person of the same size and 
general build as the would-be seller. 


To him he describes the goods for sale. 


If he fails there he tries another. 
The 


right man found, the broker calls for the 
cast-off suit, pays the cost price, delivers 
it to the second-hand swell, gets the pur- 
chase price, pockets the 
difference— 


usually considerable—and three men are 
made happy, the seller, the buyer, and 
the commissionaire. There is seldom a 
failure to make a sale of a misfit on ac- 
count of a broker's judgment, his meas- 
urement of his customer's dimensions be- 
ing unerring, and his tact and persuasive 
powers wonderful. 


No such bargains are ever obtained 


from the brokers, however, as are to be 
had in the second-hand stores, where the 
buyer's necessities are not so well under- 
stood, and where his talents as a trader 
may be brought into play. In trading 
•with these brokers the original owner 
usually receives about 10 per cent., and 
the new owner fays 20 per cent, on the 
first cost of a garment. The intermediate 
10 per cent, is the broker's commission. 


Women arc never far behind men in 


anything, and in the traffic in cast-off 
garments they arc quite as far advanced. 
In the upper part of the city on the Kast 
side is handsome four-story brown-stone 
house, with all the externals of a highly 
respectable private residence, but which 
is, in fact, devoted entirely to the traffic 
in second-hand women's belongings. 


Dresses, cloaks, hats, shoes, gloves, 


bonnets, everything a woman wears, in 
fact, may be bought here, but the buyer 
must have a card from some acquaintance 
of the proprietress before she will be 
allowed to inspect the stock. 
In fact, 


admission is refused to anyone not known 
by or recommended to the proprietress. 
The articles arc all of the very finest 
quality, most of them bearing the trade- 
mark of some well-known modiste, and 
include everything, from 
the 
most 


elaborate ball dress to a tailor-made 
jacket. 
The buyers at this place arc 


mostly made up of theatrical people, and 
many of the "superb wardrobes made 
especially for this production" are bought 
here. 


Where she buys her clothes is a secret 


so profound, that the proprietress almost 
faints if asked to reveal it. 
She claims 


to make frequent trips to Europe, and 
likes to have it supposed that her stock 
is gathered in the capitals of that coun- 
try. The fact seems to be, however, that 
my lady's maid sells her mistress's finery, 
more or less honestly obtained, to those 
persons who nyike it a rule as rigid as 
the laws of tke Modes and Persians, 
never to sell to p«g«utlcman who keeps a 
valet, or tofci lady who hires a maid. 
Sec the point? Jfpr vj)j they ever buy 


anything from a pen-on to whom they 
have once sold an article, or sell to one 
from whom they have once bought. 


The reason for this is also apparent. 


It might create unpleasant complications, 
in that a customer might get his own 
clothes back at advanced prices.—[Xew 
York News.

There are no higher styles of men in 


all the world than those now at the 
nead of merchandise in Brooklyn and 
«ew York and in the other great cities 
of this continent. Their casual promise 
is as good as a bond with piles of col- 
laterals. Their reputation for integrity 
is as well established as that of Petrarch 
residing in the family Cardinal Colonna, 
and when there was great disturbance 
in the family the Cardinal called all his 
people together, and put them under 
oath to tell the truth, except Petrarch, 
for when he came up to swear the 
Cardinal put away his book and said: 
As to you, Petrarch, your.word is suf- 
ficient." 


Never since the world stood have there 


been so many merchants whose transac- 
tions can stand tho test of tbe Ten Com- 
mandments. Such bargain-makers are 
all the more to be honored because they 
have withstood year after year tempta- 
tions whicn have flung many so flat and 
flung them so hard they can never re- 
cover themselves. While all positions 
in life have powerful besettnents to 
evil, there are specific forms of allure- 
ment which are peculiar to each occu- 
pation and profession, and it will be 
useful to speak of the peculiar tempta- 
tions of business men. 


First, as in the scene of the text, busi- 


ness men are often tempted to sacrifice 
plain truth, the seller by exaggerating 
the value of goods, and the buyer by de- 
preciating them. We cannot but ad- 
mire an expert salesman. See how he 
first induces the customer into a mood 
favorable to tho propey consideration 
of the value of the goods. Ho shows 
himself to be an honest and frank sales- 
man. 
How carefully the lights a/e ar- 


~,,,j vour 
customers. Of course you who promptly 
meet all your business engagements, 
paying when you promise to pay, will 
find it hard to compete with thilt mer- 
chant who is hopelessly iu debt to tho 
importer for the goods purchased, and 
to the landlord whose store he occupies, 
and to the clerks who serve him. 


There are a hundred practices preva- 


lent in the world of traffic which ought 
never to become the rule for ho'uest 
men. Their wrong does not make your 
right. Siu never becomes virtue by be- 
ing multiplied and admitted at bro'kers- 
board or merchants' pxchan«e. Because 
others smuggle a few things in passen- 
ger trunks, because others take usury 
when men are in tight places, becaus 
others deal in f)>ncy stocks, becaus 
others palm off worthless indorsements 
because others do nothing but blo\ 
bubbles, do not, therefore, be overcorn. 
•of temptation. Hollow pretension ant 
fictitious credit and commercial gam 
bling may awhile prosper, but the dnj 
of reckoning coineth, and in addition tc 
the horror and condemnation of out 
raged communities tho curse of Go< 
will come, blow after blow. God's wil 
forever and forever is the only standan 
of right and wrong, and not commercia 
ethics. 


Young business man, avoid tho firs 


business dishonor, and you will nvoic 
all the rest. The captain of a vesse 
was walking near the mouth of a river 
when the tide was low, and there was < 
long, stout anchor chain, into one o:

Purchase and sale, loss and gain, 
disappointment nnd rasping, prosperity', 
the dishonesty of others," panic and 
bank suspensions are but different les- 
sons in the school. Tho more busi- 
ness, the more means of grace. Many 
have gone through wildest panic unhurt.

He is a comparative stranger in 
the gresit city, and, of course, he must 
be shown around, and it will be the duty 
of some of our enterprising houses to 
escort him. He is a large purchaser and 
has plenty of time aud money, and it 
will pay to be very attentive. The even- 
ing is spent at a place of doubtful 
amusement. Then they go back to the 
hotel. Having just come to town, they 
must, of course, drink. A fruii<l from 
the spniemercnutileestablishment drops 
in, and usage and generosity suggest 
that they must drink. Business pros- 
pects are talked over, and tbe stranger 
is warned against certain dilapidated 
mercantile establishments that are about 
to fail, and for such kindness and 
magnanimity of caution against the dis- 
honesty of other business houses, of 
course, it is expected they will- and so 
they do—they take a drink. 


Other merchants lodging in adjoining 


rooms find it hard to sleep fortho clatter 
of decanters, aud tho coarse carousal of 
thcso "bail fellows well met" waxes 
louder, But they sit not all night ntthe 
wine cup.

When Pompey, tho war- 
rior, wanted to take possession ofa city, 
and they would not open the gates, lie 
persuaded them to admit a sick soldier. 
But thc sick soldier after a while got 
well and strong, -and ho threw open the 
gate and let the devastating army come 
in. One wrong admitted into the soul 
may gain in strength until, after awhile, 
it flings open all tho avenues of the im- 
mortal nature, 
and tho surrender is 


complete. 


Again, business men are sometimes 


tempted to throw off personal responsi- 
bility upon the moneyed institution to 
Which they belong.

companies, and the railroad comoauies, 
will not stand up for judgment iu the 
last day, but thosa who in them acted 
righteously will receive each for him- 
self. .1 reward, and those who acted the 
part of neglect or trickery will, each for 
himself, receive a condemnation. 


Unlawful dividends are not clean be- 


fore God because there are those asso- 
ciated with you who grab just ns big n 
pile as you do. Ho who countenances 
the dishonesty of the firm, or of the cor- 
poration, or of the association, takes 
upon himself nil the moral liabilities. 
It the financial institution steals, he 
steals. If they go into wild specula- 
tions, ho himself is a gambler. If they 
needlessly embarrass a creditor, he him- 
self is guilty of cruelty. If they swin- 
dle tho uninitiated, ho himself is a de- 
frauder. No financial institution ever 
had a money vault strousc enough, or 
credit stanch enough, or dividends largo 
enough, or policy acute enough to hide 
tho individual sins of its members. The 
old adage, that corporations have no 
souls, is misleading. Every corpora- 
tion has ns many souls as it has mem- 
bers. 


Again, many business men have been 


tempted to postpone their enjoyments 
nnfl duties to a future season of entire 
leisure. What a sedative tho Christian 
roli«ion would be to nil our business 
men if, instead of postponing its uses to 
old age or death, they would take it into 
tho store or factory or worldly engage- 
ments now! It is folly to go amid tho 
uncertainties of business life with no 
God to help.

To Help Russian Hebrews. 


The new project for the ameliorating 


of the condition of the Hussion Jews 
who have immigrated to this country 
turns out to be another scheme o 
Baron Hirsch, the wealthy Germau He 
brew, who has done so much for the 
people of his race in Russia and othei 
lands. The scheme has as yet been 
formulated only in a general way, but 
the basis of it is a decision by Baron 
Hirsch io send to this country $10,000 
monthly for the benefit of Russian Jews 
in New York and in Philadelphia. The 
Baron's representative in the matter 
will be Adolphus S. Solomon, at pres- 
ent connected with the Census Bureau 
iu Washington. 


The first use of the money will bo to 


improve dwellings by erecting or leas- 
ing better buildings "than the rockeries 
where they are now bearded like cattle. 
The details of the project arc expected 
to be arranged and the first remittance 
to be received within a few months.

TOLD AS IT OCCURS, 
Lakeside 


Easily 


Sewered 


Parties owning building lots, which 


they are tiying to sell, that are locatet 
a mile from any sewer and so far out 
that a sewer is not likely to reach them 
during the present century, are en 
deavoring to halt the rush of home seek 
«rs into Lakeside Park addition, by 
telling them that sewers in that addition 
H put down low enough to drain cellars 
would not operate in times of grea 
floods, and would only admit water to 
cellars they were intended to drain. 


There is nothing in this objection for 
the following reasons: 


First: Fort Wayne residences had no 


sewers for fifty years. Only within 
about the last five years has e\en the 
central part of the residence portion of 
the city been thus supplied. 


Second: Not more than one house in 


ten in Fort Wayne, is, even now, con- 
nected with a sewer. 


Third: Nearly all the outlying addi- 


tions to Fort Wayne are so far removed 
from sewers, that it will, of necessity, 
be a long time before they can be so con- 
nected. 


Fourth: "Lakeside" is underlaid 


with ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel. 
You have only to dig a pit fifteen feet 
deep in ypnr back yard, wall it up 
cheaply with rough stone, cmer it over, 
and carry your pipes to it from bath 
room and kitchen, and your waste water 
is disposed of without the least diffi 
onlty, even without a sower. 


Fifth: When sewers are wanted civil 


engineers say, there is scarcely a pi 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
BO easily and so cheaply sewered as 
Lakeside. The plan outlined is a main 
eewer of brick of thirty inches diameter, 
starting near the toll gate and running 
down the side of what is now the Mays- 
yile pike, to the point selected for cross 
ing to the river. As the land is twenty to 
twenty-five above the river bed, the 
sewer outlet could be high enough to 
escape the effect of any, but extraordi- 
nary freshets. At the outlet will be fixed 
an automatic sewer gate, which closes 
aa soon as the flood reach* the necessary 
height. At this point will also be lo- 
cated a sewer pump, run by an inexpen- 
sive small engine, which would be 
started as soon as the flood gates closed, 
and the sewerage be thus pumped into 
the river. This system is in operation 
in hundreds of plaues in this country 
and throughout Europe, and as any 
person can see, is simple and effective. 
It is not Ikely the pump would have to 
be used to exceed forty-eight hours in a 
whole year, and the consequent expense 
would be practically nothing. This 
main sewer, if three thousand feet long, 
would hardly cost complete, pump, en- 
gine and all, more than 85,000, about" 
eight dollars for each lot in the addition 
—a mere trifle. Thus easily is this 
sewer bugbear brushed aside.

Their wroiiR doeu not muko your 
right, hm uuvnr bocomoB virtue by be- 
ing multiplied niid admitted ut brokers- 
board or ineruhautB1 nichnuire. liccausn 
others smuggle n few things iu pnflsen- 
ger trunks, because others take usury 
when men aro iu tiRht places, because 
others doul in 
fpuey stocks, because 


others pulm off worthless iudoraoracnts, 
bpoaiiBo otbon do nothing but blow 
bubbloH, do not, therefore, bo overcome 
•of temptation. Hollow pretension nud 
fictitious credit uud commercial gam- 
bling may awhile prosper, but tho day 
of reckoning comcth, and iu addition to 
tho horror nnd condemnation of out- 
ruged communities the curso of God 
will come, blow after blow.

Firet: Fort Wayne residences had no 


eewera for ttfty years. Only within 
about the last live years has even the 
central part of the residence portion of 
the city been thuu (supplied. 


Second: Not more thuu one house in 


ten in Fort Wayne, is, even now, con- 
nected with a newer. 


t Third: Nearly all the outlying addi- 
tions to Fort Wayne are so far removed 
from sewers, that it will, of necessity, 
be » long time before they can ba eo con 
nected. 


Fourth: "Lakeside" 
is underlaid 


With ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel. 
Tou have only to dig a pit tifteoii feet 
deep in your back yard, wall it up 
cheaply with rough stone, cover it over, 
and carry your pipes to it from bath 
room aud kitoheu, and your waste water 
fa disposed of without the least diffi- 
culty, even without a sower. 


Fifth: When sewers are wanted civil 


engineers say, there is uoarcely a piece 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
•o easily uud so cheaply sewered ns 
Lakeside. The plan outlined is a main 
•ewer of brick of thirty inches diameter, 
rtixting near the toll gate and running 
down the side of what is now the Mays-

•tarted an BOOU as the flood gates closed 
and the sewerage ho thus pumped iuto 
the river. This system is in operation 
in hundreds of plaoes in Urn country 
and throughout Europe, nnd as tin] 
person can see, in simple and effective 
It is not likely the pump would have t< 
be used to exceed forty-eight hours in a 
whole year, and the consequent expense 
would bo practically 
nothing. Thi 


main, sower, if three thousand feet long 
would hardly cost complete, pump, ou 
gine and all, more than SG.OOO, nbou 
eight dollars for nanh lot in the additioi 
—a mere trifle. Thus eaaily is this 
sewer bugbear brushed aside.
